Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Fomn is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case 
unless both applicant and examiner agree that the examiner will record same.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Examiner's position is that as a hologram, the medium of Amako et 
al. inherently diffracts light in the zero and first orders and therefore would be able to be used as a master in 
holographic in contact copying. The declaration of 3/21/2002 is an opinion declaration and there is no data in it. The 
medium of Amako et al. may not form holograms as effieciently as those of the applicant's disclosure, but that is not 
what is at issue as no such limitations appear in the claims. The applicant may wish to attempt to use a CGH recording 
in a TFT LC medium such as that of Amako et al. to provide evidence that the CGH of Amako et al. exhibit limited 
holographic properties and cannot be used in contact copying. The applicant may have a basis in the specification for 
a CGH PDLC master, in which the pixels/areas are more controllable electrically than the prior art references which 
use a single electrode for the entire medium and the field applied is uniform over the entire medium. The applicant 
argues that the LCs of Amako et al. may not reflect light and therefore may not act as a reflection horagram. 
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
